The meeting was. executive and con- 
fidential. Immediate steps to clear the 
criminal court docket which for years 
has carried an overload of nearly 2,000 
cases at all times, will follow a meet- 
ing set for this afternoon in the cham- 
bers of Chief Justice Charles A. Mc- 
Donald of the criminal court. 
This was agreed to in a conference 
after the meeting. Those participating 
were Chief Justice McDonald, State’s 
Attorney Robert E. Crowe, Chief of, 
Police Charles C. Fitzmorris,. Sheriff 
Charles W. Peters, and William R. 
Parker, clerk of the Criminal court. 


To Assign More dudges. | 

The first step will be the immediate 
assignment of. more judges to the 
Criminal court. President Edwin W. 
Sims of the crime commission told the 
conference that he thought that ten 
additional judges might be necessary 
for a time, in addition to the judges 
now sitting. Full support of whatever 
plan is agreed upon today was pledged 
by those present on behalf of the in- 
terests represented—which means that 
it has the moral support of the most 
active and influential organized c!‘-zen- 
ry of the city. 

It was because the program outlined 
requires the support and codperation 
of the public that it was agreed that 
the details of the meeting should be 
made public. 

An authoritative survey of the 
‘erime conditions in Chicago, the condi- 
tions prevailing in the courts and what 
this. means to Chicago financially and 
morally was given by Mr. Sims. 


Statistics Are Quoted. 
; “Last year,” said Mr. Sims, “to the 
1,000,000 population, Chicago had 112 
murders, as compared with thirteen in 
Canada and nine in Great Britain. The 
totals for 1919 of 330 murders, 13,466 
burglaries, robberies, and thefts, which 
included the theft of several thousand 
automobiles, have made the burglary 
and holdup insurance rate of approxi- 
mately $10 per thousand more than 
any other city in the United States. 
“Crime in Chicago no longer waits 
for darkness nor requires secrecy or 
stealth. It is openly committed by 
armed bandits on busy thoroughfares 
in broad daylight. It includes the rob- 
bery of banks and business institu- 
tions, and takes as its toll the lives of 
bank and pay roll messengers and po- 
licemen, and not infrequently the in- 
nocent and nonparticipating bystand- 


Talks of Bonding Laws. 

Mr. Sims then discussed other 
phases of the crime situation, men- 
tioning in particular the present bond- 
ing system as one of the eviis which 
must be combatted. He praised the 
present chief of police, the state's at- 
torney, the judges, and the sheriff for 
the assistance they had given the 
crime commission, and then suggested 
the things immediately needed.

She had held 
possession of the girl in defiance of an 
Indiana court order until Thursday, 
when Pillman seized the child as she 
was leaving a Racine school and sped 
to East Chicago with her in a high 
powered car. 

The kidnaper’s car sped south from 
East Chicago, but it is believed to 
have crossed the line into Illinois and 
is probably making for some point in 
Wisconsin. Mr. Pillman rushed to Ra- 
cine last night to aid the police there 
in the search, while the East Chicago 
and Chicago police endeavored to trace 
the abductor’s car through Chicago.

“He was tall, quite dark, with dark 
hair, very dark hair, and a great deal 
of it. It fell over his forehead. I used 
to tease him about it. He was Very 
good looking—I think,” she said, 

Mrs. MacSwiney never broke down 
in telling of the repeated arrests of 
Terence MacSwiney, ‘their meeting in 
jail, her visit the night they became 
engaged, their marriage in an English 
jail in June, 1917, their little honey- 
moon together after their return tolre- - 
land, “in a very, very beautiful place, 
one you never heard of, I'm sure, away 
in the country, where the people all 
speak in Gaelic and hardly any one 
speaks English,” shé said; the birth of 
the baby, at which time her husband 
was again imprisoned, and her trip to 
Belfast when the baby was 6 weeks 
old to show her to her father. 

Later, however, when telling of the 
days when her husband was dying, her 
voice dropped almost to a whisper, and 
she twisted her handkerchief and 
clasped and unclasped her hands nerv- 
ously in her lap. 

Knew He Would Die. 

When the lord mayor was arrested 
in August, 1920, and tried by a British 
court martial in Cork she knew, she 
said, that he would die in prison. 

“I knew what he would do,” she said. 
“ He told me, when I saw him the day 
he was tried. He said the sentence did 
not matter, that he would either be 
free within a month, or dead. I knew 
then he was going to die. I did not 
think he could live a fortnight. Hig 
sentence was two years.” he 

While he was in Brixton prieon in 
England she was permitted to sée him 
every day until two days before he 
died, she added. 

“The very first day the doctor at the 
prison talked with me he explained 
how very very serious it would be for 
my husband if he persisted in his hun- 
ger strike,” she said. “Not only, ne 
told me, because he might die. but be- 
cause even if he lived his health might 
be permanently injured, and how bat 
‘hat might be for children born after- 
ward. Of course he was quite right.~ 


Always Agreed with His. Wishes. . 

“I told him I understood tha’, and 
‘rom the point of health, of course, I 
igreed with him, but I said I could 
not urge that on my husband, as he 
wished me to do, because I would never 
aterfere with him in anything 
nought it right to do.

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jm spite of the suffering that at last 


knew me. 


He was very weak, for he enfered on 
his hunger strike as soon as he was 
arrested, in protest against his arrest, 
which was illegal under the laws of 
the Irish republic, and I never ¢alked 
to him unless he first spoke to me; 
then, of course, I answered him. I 
was very careful always to do what the 
-dectors and the nurses 
never to disturb him.

considerate. . He never hated any one 
in his life and he never sald a word 
against any one. Once'd said I did 
not like the senior doctor, and he said,

him say, even of his enemies. 

Did Not Want Baby to See Him. 

“He loved our baby dearly, but he 
did not want her to see him after he 
went on the hunger strike; he thought 
it would be cruel. She was awfully 
fond of him; it was quite wonderful! 
for such a little baby. Sometimes 
when I used to talk to him over the 
telephone when he was at his office 
in Cork she would cry te have him 
talk to her, too, and when he did she 

would answer ‘Daddy,’ always in a 
whisper. 

“In the prison he was always peace- 
ful and happy. He absolutely ra- 
diated contentment and happiness and 

ce. I don’t think I could have 
borne it all otherwise. He was glad 


he was doing something really per- 
sonally dangerous to himself for Ire- 
land. He had always been kept from 
taking personal risks, in uprisings, for 
inatance, because he was important. 


They did not want him to risk his|! 


life. And he hated to have others 
risking their lives when he did not. 
But he said this was as dangerous as 
fighting, and he was glad and willing 
to die for Ireland. 

Tells of His Final Days. 

“His hunger strike lasted seventy 
four days. For six days before he died 
he was fed while he was unconscious 
by the physicians. He never conscious- 
ly took food. During the last week 
he was often delirious, sometimes 
quite mad, laughing horribly and talk- 
ing gibberish. And then quite sud- 
denly he would be himself and would 
recognize us. 

“Once in the midst of his deliri 
he looked up at me and said, ‘ Muriel, 
you’ve always stuck to me.’ I liked 
that. It was the last time he spoke 
to me. 

“He died on a Sunday morning at 6 
o'clock. On the previous Wednesday 
there had been such a change I could 
scarcely recognize him. On Friday I 
was told none of us could see him any 
more, but I got the doctors to reverse 
this and was allowed to go in for half 

an hour. He smiled a little when I 
kissed him, and I like to think he 
I never saw him again.” 


Miss MacSwiney Again on Stand. 

Testifying at the afternoon session, 
Miss Mary MacSwiney revealed for the 
first time the fact that she had stolen 
a sample of the medicine given her 
brother in Brixton prison, had it ana- 
lyzed, and found that it contained no 
food values.

AIDED RUMELY 
WITH $25,000, 
J. A. PATTEN SAYS

HEN the” United States takes 
charge of a people very foreign 
to its people in language, ©Us- 
toms, ‘habits, and environment 
and governs them autocratically it rare- 
ly makes itself popular, but does make 
a@ record which, pity is, Americans sel- 
dom take to heart in ruling themselves. 
The latest illustration is our govern- 
ment’s record in the Virgin islands. In 
1917 we purchased three isiands—Sst. 
Croix, St. Thomas, and St. John—from 
Denmark. At the time it looked like a 
transaction in real estate, since the popu- 
lation, which in 1835 was 43,178, had 
dwindled to 26,051. The death rate being 
| considerably higher than the birth rate, 
t seemed safe to predict a time not far 
ee when there would be no popula- 


The navy department worked out these 
‘several lessons for us. 

Surgeon Hakansson says: “ The grad- 
ual extinction that threatened the Vir- 
gin islands was not a race suicide, but a 
race homicide. Plenty of children were 
being born, but the average life was 
short with the enemies of life killing at 
the average annwal :ate of 37 per 1,009.” 

A part of the decrease in population, 
estimated at about two-thirds, was due 
to excess of emigration over immigration. 
Another part, estimated at one-third, 
was due to excess of deaths over births. 
Since 1917 the birth rate has gone up 
from 24.6 to 29.1 and the death rate has 
gone down from 37.1 to 20.7. During this 
time the people suffered from the after 
effects of one hurricane disaster and 
from the influenza epidemic of 1918. 

More than 92 per cent of the popula- 
tion are Negroes or persons of mixed 
white and black race. There are Amer- 
ican communities with large Negro popu- 
lations that might profitably ask the 
navy department for detailed informa- 
tion as to how it was done. ‘ 


There was no typhoid fever. This in 
a rural Negro community living on the 
border of the tropics is remarkab'e. How 
was it done? By vaccination for one 
thing. In addition the hea!th department 
took charge of sanitation of privies. 
There was only one death from malaria. 
The report says “ it is not likely that ma- 
laria will claim any more by death as 
long as the present control of mosquitoes 
and ratiOnal medical attendance are 
maintained.” 

The decrease in diarrhea among babies 
was by far the largest reduction in any 
unit of disease. Better care of privies 
was giten credit for most of this tm- 
provement.

BENEFITS OF VACCINATION. 

T. P. C. writes: “1, Are there any sta- 
tistics to show the difference between 
people who have been vaccinated and 
those who have not in regards to small- 
pox? - 

“2. What are the statistics on deaths 
from diphtheria where antitoxin has been 

used and where ft has not been used?” 


REPLY. 

1. Yes, there are many. One of the best 
is in the statements and figures in the vac- 
cination creed of the Chicago health depart- 
ment, prepared by Dr. C. H. Spalding. The 
Public Health Service reports issued weekly 
give a comparison of the smallpox rate among 
the vaccinated and the unvaccinated in all 
parts of the United States. Practically all 
the cases are among the unvaccinated. News- 
holme’s “ Vital Statistics "| devotes twenty- 
two pages to a discugsion of the subject. 
Page after page is used to. give figures prov- 
ing the efficacy of Vaccination. For instance, 
in Leicester, England, where some claim vac- 
cination has not made good, the smallpox at- 


tack rate among unvaccinated children living. 


in houges where there was smallpox was 35.3 
per 100. Among vaccinated chiidren in such 
houses, 2.5. Among unvaccinated the rate 
was more than fourteen times that of the 
vaccinated, 

2. There is a world of statistics on this 
point. Whipple (Vital Statistics, 1919) says: 
“To a large extent the decreased fatality of 
diphtheria bas been due to the use of anti- 


toxin, which decreased the number of 
deaths.”’ Rosenau (Preventive Medicine, 
1916) says: “When given in sufficient 


amounts during the first twenty-four hours of 
diphtheria, antitoxin reduces the mortality to 
practically nil." Boyd (Practical Preventive 
Medicine, 1920) says: “ The employment of 
diphtheria antitoxin as a therapeutic agent 
effected a gross reduction of 85 per cent in 
the mortality rate from diphtheria.” 
MAY BE RIGGS’ DISE.\SE. 

E. R. W. writes: “I would be obliged 
if you would inform me as to whether 
there is any cure for Riggs’ disease. My 
gums are quite firm, but are receding 
from the teeth. I have been told it is 
Riggs’ disease and that lemon juice is 
good. Is that so?” 

REPLY. 

Very much the most important cause of re- 

ceding gums is Rigfs’ disease. A person with 


Riggs’ disease should have his teeth and gums | 


treated. I do not think lemon juice will 
either help or harm. Pyorrhea is somewhat 
like consumption—taken early it is not espe- 
cially difficult to handle; neglected for a lonz 
time it becomes almost impossible to do any- 
thing for it.

English Reserve Ratio Up. 


There was considerable matter of in- 
terest in today’s foreign weekly bank 
The Bank of England cut 
down its loans far enough to raise its 
ratio of reserve against deposits from 
last week’s 7% per cent, the low level 
of this generation, to 9% per cent. Even 
so, the percentage remains at an almost 
unprecedentedly 
weekly staternents between now and the 
New Year will be watched with interest. 

The Bank of France reported 653,000,- 
000 francs reduction 
notes, which makes a total contraction 
of 1,722,000,000 francs in the paper cur- 
rency since Nov. 3 and brings the re- 
maining total within 260,000,090 francs of 
the total reported at the end of 1919. 
This achievement, tlhe outcome of the 
new French popular loan, contrasts with 
| the movement of the Bank of Germany, 
whose reduction of a thousand million 
marks in the paper circulation, reported 
in November, was followed, in this week's 
statement by a fresh expansion of 1,690,- 
000,000 to the highest recorded total.
